*.* We publish in another column a report of a recent debate of the -well- 
known Anthropological Society, in which it was gravely urged that the “ Ten 
Lost Tribes ” are the Anglo-Saxons, or at least all English speaking persons. 
Now this is very funny; but at the same time there is a practical and useful 
element in the discussion. Supposing the ten lost tribes have “ developed’ 
by some principle of national selection on the system of Saint Danwiy into 
Anglo-Saxons (a race, by the way, “ lost” more positively than the “ ten 
tribes”), how easy is rendered the task of converting the Jews by the Societies 
formed for that interesting purpose! Here are millions ready for the deft hand 
of the paid officials of those institutions. Instead of the two unfortunate 
Polish lads who do duty so often and figure at least once a month under 
various names as converts to the truths imparted by this self-sacrificing 
missionaries, the Rev. Mr. Caapsanp and the Rey. Mr. Stiaerys, here are 
millions of “lost Jews” at hand for conversion. For even in *“ English 
speaking” peoples there is much to be converted. We do not mean that 
they should be converted from Christianity to their old faith, No. But 
might not the Societies for Propagating the Gospel among the Jews and for 
Promoting Christianity among the Jews, occasionally propagate some of the 
Gospel of: Gop, called the Pentateuch, and promote some of the moral or 
ethical laws of Judaism, among the Christians, who, belonging to the lost 
tribes, have wavered from the Ancient Faith? lor instance, might they not 
recommend sobriety, also abstinence from the harnless indulgence of maiming 
one’s wife or pounding one’s children, and family affection, conjugal 
fidelity, gentleness to dumb animals, aversion to battwes, hare hunting and 
other gentlemanly sports, suitable observance of a happy Sabbath, personal 
and domestic cleanliness, and rejection of diseased and poisonous food—all in 
accordance with the Mosaic Law, and the practices of Jews? Here is work 
for the Secretaries, the deputations and the “ branches.” Here is a mode in 
which the thousands of pounds annuaily raised from the male and female old 
women, whose umbrellas and tears for the “lost Jew” adorn and sanctify 
Exeter Hall might be usefully expended ! |

The circular ordered at the last meeting to be addressed to provincial 
congregations and charitable institutions on the subject of sending poor Jews to 
London, was read, approved and recorded. 

A donation of £50 was announced from. Mr. Joseph Davis of Tavistock 
Square in loving memory of his son Samuel Davis, with a request that the 
money be invested and added to the Industrial Fund. 

‘The Secretary was instructed to make the usual arrangements for Passover 
for inmates of metropolitan Unions. 3 

A letter from Mr. Benjamin asking that he might be relieved of the duties 
of porter and allowed to confine his attention exclusively to collecting, was 
referred to the Executive Committee. | “ 

On the nomination of the Canvassing Committee, Messrs. A. Flata . EF. LL. 
Schaap, M. X. Cohen, F. E. Lazarus, Moss Davis and Maurice Davis were added 
to that committee. 

Mr. A, E. SypNery again commented on the apprenticing of poor children by 
the Industrial Committee and called for some expressions of opinion and direction 
from the Board to the Industrial Committee on the subject.

cendants of Elam, the son of Shem ; Elam existed long prior to Abraham. Thee 
were surely not Israelites. The lecturer adopted the line of argument used pe 
Wilson, Carpenter, Hine, and other supporters of the “ Identification ” ie 
sourht to prove that the British Kelts were Israelites wlio had come to this 


country with the Pheenicians by sea, and that the Anglo-Saxons were descended 


from the Getw and Massagetw, wlio were in fact the ten tribes carried into « 

tivity by the Assyrians, and that consequently the greater part of the Englisb. 
speaking populations of the world were Israelites, and he gave several examples 
of the similarity existing between them, for instance, that both were stiff-necked 
difficult to manage, and greatly inclined to rebel. Both the Saxons and the 
Jews were. famous for the use of the bow, their love for musie and poetry : their 


divisions of time were the same, and the fact that the Jews often fell jn: 


idolatry would account for the gods of the Saxons. 

An animated discussion took placein which Mr. C. H. E. Carmichael, F.RSE 
Mr. Hine, Mr. C. Carter Blake, Doct. Se. (Hon. Fore..:: Sec.), Mr. A. L. Lewis 
Hon. Sec., and others took part. 

Mr. CARMICHAEL seid that in such a matter as this-one must be careful not 
to be led astray by fancied resemblances ; when -one is anxious to arrive at a 
solution of a problem, he is very apt to take a resemblance for a proof: be said 
that the lecturer's main arguments seemed to be such as the following : “ Becage 
the Jews were grumblers, and the English are grumblers, therefore the English 
are Jews.” 

Mr. Hive, in supporting the lecturer, said that. a hatter once told him that 
the heads of a Jew and an Englishman were exactly alike, whereupon

The Jews practised 
polygamy, but the Saxons did not; the Saxons were often dishonourable, but 
the Jews were not; and in summing up, he said that the “ Identification theory 
would have to deal with a number of facts in opposition to it. 

No satisfactory conclusion being arrived at, the discussion was adjourned.

The report also contains a lengthy reference to the Jews of Aden, based op 
information received from Mr. ‘Alfred Falk of Manchester who stayed at ths 
place en *oute for Melbourne, forafew hours. The report states that the Jewish 
inhabitants of Aden have, in common with other Asiatics, a strong objection to 
female education ; and it has therefore been suggested that for the present the 
‘urgently needed work for the promotion of education at Aden should be limited 
to Jewish boys, te whom should be given the rudiments of a general. English 
education through the medium of Hebrew and Arabic. Complaints are made on 
the part of the Jews of Aden that the Arabs and Smolis, who form the larger por 
tion of the population, manifest their illfeeling to the Jews by insulting and cruel 
acts.. The local goverament however does not interfere, and the Executive 
recommend that a letter setting forth the grievances of the Jews should be for. 
warded to the Political Resident. There are about 1,000 Jews permanently 
residing at Aden. There are three congregations, all Sephardi, About 250 
persons are engaged in commerce, the principal trades being the sale of ostrich 
feathers and spices. The poorer portion are engaged in manual labour, The 
report concludes by stating that a letter of condolence, on his recent bereave. 
ment, has been forwarded to the Rav. S. Rapaport, of Port Elizabeth, one of the 
most zealous promoters of the catise of the Association in the Cape of Good Hope.

There would 
always be found—especially in small circles—a few shallow, narrow-minded 
persons who would have prejudices of some sort and if these persons showed a 
dislike towards Jews, Jews could now afford to let them enjoy the prejudice. 
The days of religious persecution were past. There is, now, no danger of 
religious persecution perbans because there is too much division of religious 
bodies and no one party is sufficiently strong to persecute all the rest, nor for any 
number to combine to persecute any one religious body. He felt much gratifica- 
tion and intense pleasute at coming that evening among the Jewish working 
classes. He liked to meet working men for he had a great love for people who 
work. He heard a paper réad the previous evening in which the writer attempted 
to prove that the British people were descended from the lost Ten Tribes. 
Whether that were so or not there was one strong point of resemblance between 
the Jews and the English, They were a great commercial people. They had 
heard a great deal about the restoration of the Jews. For his part he thought 
that that restoration had begun. The Jews were restored to wealth, position and 
fame. but he disliked this pitting creed against creed, race against race. He 
would desire that they should look only to the merits of a man without making 
enquiries into his race or creed. He also deplored the prejudices of. one class 
against another. Our time in this world is too short for prejudice or animosities. 
It takes too long to clear up or explain away prejudices, The greatest happiness 
which attended a man was by his promoting the happiness of those around him. 
He felt delighted with the kind reception. accorded to him that evening and 
which he would never forget. (houd applause.) 

An entertainment then took place, the chief feature of which was the 
excellent playing and singmg of Mr. Henri De Solla.

In support of his motion, Mr. Oppenheim stated that there appeared 
to be a tendency on the part of the present Spanish Government to introduce 
reactionary measures relating to religious matters. The Cortes would probably 
be convoked at some time or other, and it was likely that the Acts passed by 
former Cortes might be repealed or amended, and certain privileges conceded to 
Jews, rescinded, | 

The motion was carried.

PASSOVER. 


Ir the success of a mission be a test of the authenticity of the Faith which is 
founded on and aecepts such mission, Judaism, in the gradual achievement of 
its sublime purpose, proves itself divine. Now that we Jews throughout 
the world are about to celebrate the inauguration of*one great branch of our 
Mission, we are forcibly reminded of the truth that History—which is Fact— 
18 stronger than Philosophy which is often Fancy ; and that while Speculation

n the assumed garb or disguise of Logic assails the foundation of our 
inexorable History helps to render its truth triumphant, 

Three thousand years ago, at this spring time of the year, there 
dawned on the world the great System of Judaism in the startling wreie of the 
Passover. It was inthe month of Abib, the opening of the buds—the month 
which from a like reason bears the name of April throagh a Latin source. 
the blossoms of I’reedom first opened—blossoms that were to ripen into good] 
fruit. A fruit that has often been tainted by the blight of persecution ie 
bruised by the autumn gales, but which blossoms perennially like the golden 
berries in the garden of the Hesperides. 

In no phase of history has there been such a succession of varied 
dramatic and interesting scenes as in the episode of the Exodus. Scene follows 
scene, each intense in action and forcible in effect. The Bible paints it with 
graphic and picturesque power. From the gloomy opening of the drama 
with the advent of the plagues in the ill-fated land, to its jubilant closing 
scene on the shores of the Red Sea, events succeed each other with nee 
failing vividness : and from each may a lesson be learnt. 

One great effect of the Episode has been to impress the Majesty of Faith 
on the World. Speculative Philosophy may do its best—or rather its worst : 
its teachers may lecture with brilliant eloquence from every platform, may 
Pelion on Ossa—book upon book —in a vain endeavour to scale the skies: but 
they cannot weaken the force of that structure of Faith which is upreared on the 
events of the Exodus and which spans the Present and the Past. The results 
that have directly or indirectly proceeded from the incidents of the marvellong 
narrative which Passover celebrates give increased intensity to History 
fresh force to Faith. 

Nor among these results is the least important the great Lesson 
of Freedom taught to mankind. For the principles of Liberty 
were new and unknown to the world till the episodes of the Exodus. But 
then a people held in abject bondage resolved to ‘be free, led by a great 
chieftain, and Heaven smiled on their enterprise. And from those days to 
these, the love of Freedom born in the Hebrew breast beneath the Egyptian 
sky has never perished in the Jewish heart. It woke to life in those byegone 
days and in that far off clime. It has lasted through all the ages—throngh all 
the wanderings in the wilderness, through the political struggles of the Com. 


and 


monwealth and the Monarchy, through the struggles of post-biblical days, 
through the horrors of the Dispersion, through the brief golden season of the 
Caliphate, through the persecutions of medieval and. modern ages... The 
banner of Love of Liberty was sect up on the sands that stretch between the 


‘Nile and the Gulf of Akaba, and the Jewish Race has. never abandoned it. 


It has passed down with an hereditary grasp from generation to generation. 
Other nations in the days of yore submitted readily to a foreign yoke, but 
the Jew resolutely resisted. He taught the fierce Syrio-Greek and the 
barbarous Roman that every people would not tamely yield to hitherto vie- 
torious arms. Our fathers were beaten, it is true, but their spirit was never 
broker. Other races were subdued by foreign influences, but the Jewish race 
has, under Providence, maintained its independence. ‘The Jewish character is 
meek and forbearing, but never abject nor servile; loyal and orderly, but never 
slavish. The tread of the tyrant has pressed on. the neck of the Jewish race, 
but that race has risen resilient when released. 

The Exodus was the opening scene, the Prologue, of that great Revela- 
tion which, given amid the thunders of Sinai, has never failed in its influence 
on civilized humanity. The principles of the Decalogue have pervaded the 
civil, social and moral codes and practices of subsequent ages. And indeed 


the Exodus, which is the path that leads to Sinai, was a marvelously well 


adapted opening to the grandeur of the coming scene, Most majestic is the 
history. An enslaved people rese against a heavy yoke. In vain a mighty 
king sought to rivet their fetters. .\ mightier King intervened and showed 
His Will by startling manifestations of His Power. Mourning and Desols- 
tion fall on the stricken land. At midnight, under the light of the spring- 
tide moon, march forth the hurrying bands of fugitives. Before them spreads 
a rushing restless sea. The perils thicken round them. Before them throb 
the billows : behind them sound the angry tread and the clanging arms of the 
pursuing host. Again the manifestation of Divine Power is shewn. The 
waves part, aud the rescned people pass through—to Freedom, Fame and 
Immortality ! 

Year after year, in every age, in every clime, the commemorative services 
of the Passover have been held in all our Jewish homes. Thus notonly the 
stately synagogues, in crowded congregations, led by Cantors aud regulated 
by Choirs, is the Holyday celebrated ; but in the quiet home-circle, where the 
Father and the Mother are the leaders and the children are the congregan®, 
the tale of the Exodus is told with many a symbolical and significant rite 
So has the tale been told for centuries—thus is the religion of Faith intens- 
fied by the religion of the family. Thus is the spirit of the Lonp who redeemed 
us in the days of old invoked in that most solemn Temple which we call the 
Home. |

EAST LONDON HOSPITAL FOR CHILDREN.

Wg earnestly advocate the claims of the East London Hospital for Children 
and Dispensary for Women at Ratcliff Cross, near Stepney Station. Viscount 
M.P., and Mr. 8. Wuitpreap, M.P., Mr. Cuarrryeton, &c., ar® 
doing their best to promote the cause. We disregard the fact that this is not 
a“ Jewish” institution. Surely Charity, like the Heaven whence it comes, 
has “no creeds.” Surely suffering and pain come regardless of creed. We 
Jews are not usually prone to allow ourselves to be outvied by our Christian 
brethren in the practice of beneficence and in the sentiment of benevolence: 
At the East End of London, where hundreds of our coreligionists dwell and 
earn a living, there is great poverty and hence great need of such a Hospital 
as this, Its claims are paramount; its resources unfortanately are greatly 
restricted. It was opened in 1868 in a very humble manner by. Mr. and 
Mrs. Hecxronp. The increasing calls on its bounty necessitate greater 
expences. A new building to contain 100 beds is required. The cost, includ- 
ing farniture and fittings, will be about £15,000, of which only £8,000 is col_ 
lected. The Hospital has treated 40,000 patients. since its inauguration. There 
are nearly 100,000 children under thirteen years of agein the district! For 
the little sufferers among this vast number we heartily, earnestly plead. 


[Iiness is always distressing, bat most distressing when the very young are 
stricken with it. And if thaf superlative can be intensified it is when the 
family of a child-patient are too poor to give him the remedies, the diet, the 
fresh air, the care, the treatment, he requires. To try to soothe the pain and 
save the life of a poor little child’ is a work that commends itself to the 
approbation of the Divine Father who bade us heal the sick and love our

AUSTRALIAN ITEMS.

The Annual Distribution of Prizes to the children attending the Melbourne 
Hebrew School took place on Sunday, the. 3ist January last. In the com- 
mencement of 1874, when the State Schoul system was established, the Melbourne 
‘Hebrew School became an absolute appanage of the Hebrew Congregation, and 
was opened to children of both sexes on payment of a small sum per month for 
tuition. ‘The total mumber of children attending the School are—boys, 122 : 
girle, 36. The Rev. R. Benjamin, B.A., who has assumed the position of Prin- 
cipal, speaks hopefully of the prospects of the School, and has expressed an 
opinion that the pupils display a quickness of apprehension fully equal.to his 
experience of those of similar ages taught elsewhere.

Melbourne Hebrew School was no worse off than some of our own charities 
There was a noticeable absence of some of the more influential members of the 
community ; and the festival was only redeemed from failure by the presence 
of a large number of Christian gentlemen, throngh whose aid it was turned into 
an unqualified success. Mr. Simeon Cohen, J.P., presided, and was supported 
by the Revs. R, Benjamin and M. Rintel; the Hon. James Service, M.L.A,, 
Colonial Treasurer, Sir George Verdon, C.B., K.C.M.G.; the Mayors of Melbourne 
and St. Kilda, and some members of the Colonial Parliament. Several of the 
Ubristian speakers warmly expressed their sympathy with the Jewish race. 

_ The question of the amalgamation of the two congregations in Melbourae 
8 once more on the fayis, and by this time has been finally decided. A special 


meeting of the members of the two synagogues was to have been held on the 


zist of February. A great change has come over both congregations since the 
{uestion with last discussed. The East Melbourne body, which then bitterly 
opposed the amalgamation, is now emphatically in its favour ; whilst the reasons 
which have impelled this congregation to alter its mind, have evoked a strong 


Opposition to the proposal among the members of the Bourke Street Congrega- 


gation, who were at first its warmest advocates. Both parties seem to favour 


the general principle of amalgamation, but the rock on which they split are the 
general details, 


_ From recent religious statistics we observe that the Jews in Sydney have 
two synagogus, (exclusive of the new one in course of erection) accommodation 


for 510, average attendance of 330, and five registered ministers. There is also 


calling themselves “ Christian Israelites,” who possess three chapels which 
‘ave an average attendance of 128. 


Ox Saturday last, Mr. George Smith delivered the first of a series of three 
lectures at the Royal Institution on “ Assyrian History.” During the course of 
Lis lecture he referred to the garden of Eden, and he remarked that Sir Henry 
Rawlinson had long ago identified Eden with the Kar-Dunias or Gan-Dunias of 
the Assyrian inscriptions.

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OUR LEIPZIG LETTER. 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 
LEIPZIG, APRIL 12, 1875. 


Yesterday the second Congregational Congress was held here in the Syna- 
gogue, under the able presidency of Mr. Kohner, one of our aldermen, From 


the report read by him, it appeared that the Congregational Union now numbers 
about 180 communities, thirty of which had sent forty deputies to the Congress 
yesterday. Among these I will only name Barrister Dr. Meyer and Rector 
Horowitz for Berlin, Barrister E. Lehman for Dresden, Dr. Rabbi, the Chief 
Rabbi of Magdeburg for that Congregation and Klungenstein, the Editor of the 
Jiidische Volkszeitung for Oberisgelheim. The financial condition of the Union 
is tolerably satisfactory, showing a balance of 7,717 marks, about £385, But for 
the great demands on this fund, after all but smail, and the numerous calls on 
the congregations belonging to the Union for charitable contributions, a sub- 


scription to the Montefiore Testimonial Fund on the part of the Union would 
have been proposed. 


The chief resolutions passed referred to the well-known secession question, 
and the religious instruction of Jewish children in Christian schools. Petitions 
on both these questions are to be addressed to the Prussian Minister for Public 
Instruction and the Deputies of the Imperial Parliament, praying to preserve 
the union and cohesion of Jewish congregations by a-rejection of the Lasker 
motion, and to allow Jewish pupils to receive religious instruction in public 
schools, and to employ Jewish teachers, be it for that purpose alone or combined 
with other branches. From statements made by Rector Horowitz, it appeared 
that such is already partially the case in Prussia, and that in Berlin itself two 
Jewish teachers have been appointed at public schools by the municipal autho- 
rities. The same gentleman, who has for a Jong time so successfully superin- 
tended the Berlin Jewish seminary for teachers, proposed preparatory schools 
for that seminary to be established, in which loys from the age of thirteen 
and seventeen, the latter being that at-which they are admitted tothe seminary, 
might, by a careful training in Hebrew, be prepared for that institution, and 
subsequently qualified as teachers in Christian s:hools for the above purposes 
The motion was adopted, and contribations in aid of such preparatory schools 
are to be voted by the communal Jeague. There is, it would appear, every 
prospect -f success in the direction in icated, as Prussia is on the way to establish 
or adapt the system of simultaneous religious instruction for all sects in public 
schools. Leipzig was again chosen as the seat of the governing body of the 
Union, and Mr, Wertheimer of this town and Dr. Meyer of Berlin were elected 
on the Committee. 


MR. LEOPOLD NEUMEGEN. 


Leopold Neumegen has been for lialf a century a. household word in 
our community. There is scarcely a faniily of any position amongst us whose 
members have not received at least a portion ‘of their education at the schoo L 
which he conducted for many years so successfully. : 
his pupils men who have achieved signal distinction. ‘The tight Hon. the 
Master of the Rolls, Aiderman Sir B. 8.

Mr. Neumegen was born in Posen in 1787. He first taught in Gottingen, in 
Sweden : and removed about 1816 to this country, where he became Principal of 
a boarding school at Highgate, previ usly coverned by the late Hyman 
Hurwitz. His pupils were numerous.

the profession with the well-merited fruits of his exertions ; but having made 
some unfortunate investments he found it necessary to re-open a school: and he 
commenced a fresh career of arduous work.

had the good fortune of the sympathy and able co-operation of a wife—an 
accomplished and amiable lady, justly beloved. And after a protracted term of 
fresh exertion. the veteran schoolmaster has passed away, borne down by weight 
of years,.usefully spent. , 

To a name so familiar, to a life so valuable, to a reputation so respectable, 
this tribute of reverent memorial is due. Possibly his many ex-pupils, among 
whom some of the wealthiest men in our community are numbered, will see fit to 
perpetuate in some tangible manner their grateful regard for, and just appre - 
ciation of, their old and honoured schoolmaster.

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THE JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL DINNER. 


After an interval of three years the Festival Dinner of the Jews’ Free 
School has been “revived.” It was held on Thursday week at the London 
Tavern. Mr. Naruanren Rorascutty, M.P., took the chair, and he was surrounded 
by a goodly assemblage of the supporters of this great educational establish- 
ment. Much to the regret of all the friends of the institution, the President, Sir 
Anthony Rothschild, was, owing to indisposition, unfortunately unable to preside ; 
and from the same cause the Vice-President, Mr. Sampson Lucas, was not 
enabled to be Sir Anthony’s locum tenens on the occasion. Mr. N. M. Rothschild 
M.P.—although called upon to fill the post of Chairman at a few hours nutice— 
acquitted himself of his responsible and onerous task with considerable credit 
and to the manifest satisfaction of the assembled guests. One of the most 
noticeable and pleasing features of the festival was the musical arrangements. 
As previously announced in our columns the male and female teachers of the 
school volunteered their services and their offer being readily and gratefully 
accepted by the committee, the teachers’ choir sang during the evening, under 
the direction of Mr. Louis B. Abrahams, B.A., some part songs and choruses— 
and won by the admirable manner in which these were rendered the repeated 
and well-earned applause of the assemblage, who insisted on several of the 
morceaux included in the programme being repeated.

In proposing the “ Health of the Prince and Princess of Wales and the other 
members of the Royal Family,” the CHairRMAN spoke of the great interest taken 
by the Prince of Wales in all charities and schools. In this interest he was joined 
by the other members of the Royal Family. 

The Crarrman then gave the toast of the “Army, Navy and Reserve 
Forces,” to which Mr. Lewis Emanue] of the Victoria Rifle Corps responded. 

A large detachment of the children of the School here entered and 
marched round the room, preceded by banners. A boy (Jacob Cohen) then 
récited a Hebrew ode written by Mr. H. N. Solomon, and a gul (Kate 
Goldstein) recited with “ eloquent” effect the following English ode written 
by Mr. M. Angel, the Head Master of the School, the distinctness and decla- 
matory power with which the ode wasrecited receiving from the assemblage due 
appreciation ;

The CuatrMan then rose to propose the toast of the evening—* Prosperity 
to the Jews’ Free School.” He said: I always rise with great diffidence to 
address assemblies such as the present, but the causes which have led to my 
filling the chair this evening will, 1 am sure, tend to my meeting with every 
indulgence from you. I am sure that you all, as 1 do, regret very much the 
absence of Sir Anthony Rothschild from this assemblage. And what makes us 
regret his absence still more is the fact that Sir Anthony has filled this chair now 


‘for many years past, and the large number of gentlemen who never failed to be 


present showed that his great interest in the institution and his services to al] 
our communal institutions were appreciated. (Applause). In Sir Anthony 
Rothschild’s absence his place would have been filled by our valued friend, the 
Vice-President of the institation, Mr. Sampson Lucas. It is with regret. that I 
have to state that he is also too unwell to attend here to-night. In reading in 
last night’s Pal! Mall Gazette the review of the last report of the Jewish Board 
of Guardians, these words particularly attracted my attention : ‘The exertions of 
this Committee (the Industrial Committee) undoubtedly indicate the best manner 
in which Jewish pauperism may be removed. What the poor Jews of London 
most earnestly need are teachers who will show them the wisdom of turning 
their attention to more profitable and more salutary occupations than tailoring 
and cigar-making, which at the best of times yield small and uncertain pay.” 
Now, in calling attention to this paragraph, I do not wish to damp the ardour of 
those who support and manage the other institutions of our community, but I 
venture to say that if the Jews’ Free School be we'l supported and efficiently 
maintained, the necessity for supporting other charitable institutions will 
diminish. (Hear, hear). In these days ao youth of either sex can hope to get 
on in the world unless he or she has a good education. The Jews’ Free School 
provides this, and, therefore, in supporting this institution, you will be indirectly 
lessening the care and amount of support necessary to the other communal insti- 
tutions, for you will be helping to remove in the rising generation the causes 
which ten! to swell the number of the poor. (Applause). The Government 
have just issued a new Code ; and all the energies of the management of the 
Schools will be severely taxed iv complying with the requirements of that Code. 

Ve shall have to spend more 1.oney in new books, and we shall have to call 
niore upon the already severely taxed master and mistress and teaching staff 
generally, to whom no doubt we shall be called upon to pay increased salaries. 


I will here mention what the Government Inspector says of the School. It will |

to quote a few observations which Mr, Angel has noted down for me. The 
is not a single teacher, male or female, above the age of twenty-one whe 
does not hold a certificate under minutes of Council, and it is intended that al 
teachers as they attain that age snall be examined for certificates. The mal 
teachers also in addition receive the higher instruction necessary for enabji : 
them to obtain University degrees, and their exertions in this direction are most 
satisfactory. The outer public recognize the Free School as a training institution 
and its recommendation is a passport to office elsewhere. With the exception 
of the Great Synagogue there is no important synagogue in London that does 
not owe one or more ofits officers to the Free School. Liverpool, Manchester 
and Birmingham, without mentioning smaller congregations, are officered fn 
schools and in synagogues by our pupils, and Melbourne and other towns in the 
colonies and in America also bave them intheir service, and I am happy te 
siy that everywhere their conduct and character reflect credit on themselves and 
on the institution which trained them. (Applause). Before I sit. down, allow 
me to thank in my name and in your name Mr. Angel, Mrs. Phillips and the 
teachers for the way in which they have brought ‘the institution to its present 
state of perfection. I hope the Jews’ Free School will continue to progress. 
and continue to be a source of glory to its benefactors ‘in the past, and a source 
of honour and pride to its benefactors in the future. (Loud applause). 


Mr. ALrrep Louis CoHEN in proposing the health of the Jewish Clergy, said 
that in these days of “sensational religion,’ when men’s outer senses were 
appealed to rather than their inner ‘sentiments, the toast of the Jewish Clergy 
was of more than usual significance and should receive more than usual atten- 
tion, for the Jews prided themselves upon possessing a clergy who were- noted 
for their ability, and above all, for the retiring, modest manner in. which they 
discharged their sacred functions. - He .regretted the absence of the Chief Rabbi 
who was, however, represented by his son the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler; and the 
other Jewish clergymen present. Dr. Adler had always expresssed his apprecia- 
tion of the manner and results of the Hebrew teaching in the schools. Dr. Adler 
was known for his extremely benevolent, peace-loving disposition. When strife 
unfortunately existed he had not attempted to heal up the wound by any drastic 
method which would leave an ugly scar behind, but rather he had tried to assist 
Time, the Great Healer, in its work: (Applause). 

Dr. H. ADLER, in responding, thanked Mr. Cohen for the flattering contrast 
he had drawn between the Jewish clergy and the Stigginses and Chadbands of 
the day. It was true they did not seek to make their influence felt by means of 
sensational appeals and clap-trap announcements; they did not come forward 
with pretensions to infallibility or supernatural powers over mens’ consciences. 
The Jewish clergy were anxious to labour humbly in their respective spheres, 
the synagogue and the school, in the homes of the poor and the afflicted, without 
their actions being heralded by the trumpet of fame. He regretted that the 
same cause which had deprived them of the presence of two of the staunchest 
friends of the institution had also prevented the Chief Rabbi from being present. . 
The Free School would need the heartiest and most zealous aid of its supporters, 
for the new Code of Regulations issued by My Lords of the Privy Council af 
Education would tax the energies of the managers, and of the able Headmaster 
and teachers to the utmost. For while hitherto the grant made for each child 
depended on his passing an examination, either in alien: writing, or ciphering, 
no grant would hereafter be paid for one who passed only in one of these sub 
jects. Grants would also be given for each child that passed in grammar, 
history and geography, so that an inducement would be held ont to teachers te 
give their pupils a higher and better quality of instruction than heretefore. 
Altogether the new code might. be regarded as marking great progress in the 
state of elementary education in thiscountry. To us, the members of the Jewish 
clergy (the speaker continued), it is a source of great satisfaction to have received 
the assurance from your (the Chairman’s) lips that despite the additional work 
which is involved by the new Code, the moral and religious education of the 
children shall not suffer. It is a noteworthy circumstance that the Hebrew verb, 
which signifies to know—jr—also bears the meaning to love; as though to teach 
us that knowledge—trne wisdom—is even more than Power, it is Love. It 
imbues us with that which imparts to life its genuine worth—Love of God and 
love of our fellow-men, that feeling of universal charity, which |

Fifty years ago there was at such an assembly 
the representative of the family of the Chairman, filling the -same position he 
oceupies this evening. Nor was interest in the institution taken alone by the 
male members of the family. Who can forget what was done for this 
institution and for the Jewish poor generally by Hannah Rothschild! Nor 
has that interest departed.

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The foundation stone of the new Great Synagogue to be situated in Elizabet!: 
Street, and facing Hyde Park, Sydney, was laid with much cere ony by the 
Hon. Saul Samuel, C.M.G., Postmaster General of New South Wales, on Tuesday 
the 26th of January last. Upwards of thirty years have elapsed since the syna- 
gogue in York Street was consecrated for divine worship. Since that period the 
Jewish community has so greatly increased in numbers as to require a much 
larger place of worship. Accordingly a more commodions and handsome boilding 
is now being raised ; and from the description of the plan it is apparent that the 
new synagogue will not only represent the important position at present occupied 
by the Jews in the colony, but will also represent the architectural progress of 
Sydney to which it will be a great ornament. The exterior of the building as 
far as we can judge from illustrations which have appeared in Sydney papers, 
will be of an imposing nature. It appears to be a combination of the exteriors 
of the Berkeley Street Synagogue and the New Synagogue in | iverpool. The 
style of the main front is Byzantine. The frontage wlll be divided into three 
features, the main and central being flanked by two square towers with octagonal 
turrets springing from the angles. The principal entrance is to be of a most 
magnificent character. The interior when completely decorated will, as it should, 
form one of the principle features of the structure The synagogue is to be 
divided into a nave and lateral aisles. The Ark will be one of the most beautiful 
of its kind. The ceilings are to be richly covered ; the windows will be glazed 
with ornamental glass and the whole of the buildingis to be lighted with gas. 
A school, with a spacious playground, and a beadle’s residence are also to be 
attached to the building. The cost of the synagogue is to be about £20,000 a 
sum admitted to be very large, when the fact is taken into consideration that it 
is to be raised by a community numbering no more than 3,000 in the whole of 
New South Wales, and aot one third of that number resided in the metropolitan 
city of Sydney. Towards the sum just mentioned, about £12,000 has already 
been subscribed, including £1,500 collected at the ceremony to which we are 
about to refer. 

The ceremony of laying the foundation stone was witnessed by about 1,000 
persons chietly members of the Jewish faith. The site was suitably prepared, 
and the whole space was sheltered from the sun'by a large awning, and sur- 
mounted by British, Australian-and American flags. The whole arrangement of 
the details was under the direction of Mr. Henry E. Cohen, M.L.A., assisted by 
the Secretary, Mr. David Cohen. The chief officiating minister was the Rev. A. 
B. Davis, assisted by the Rev. J. M. Goldreich of the Macquarie Street Synegogue, 
and the Kev. A. A. Levy. The assistance of a choir of ladies and gentlemen 
added greatly to the solemn and pleasing effect of the service which was similar 
to the service used on such occasions in England. 

The special ceremony was commenced by Mr. Moses Moss addressing the 
Hlon. Saul Samuel and begging his acceptance of the silver trowel used on 
the occasion, as a lasting record of the day’s proceedings. Mr. Moss concluded 
by expressing a hope that the hon. gentleman would long enjoy the proud position 
he held. 

The foundation stone was then laid with the usual formalities by the Hon. 
Saul Samuel, who subsequently addressed the assemblage. He expressed the 
pleasure he felt at having been selected to lay the stone. He referred to the 
establishment of the synagoguein York Street, and to the growth of the commu- 
nity since that period. He dwelt on the steps taken to erect a new synagogue, 
and spoke of the necessity for further donations to coverthe expences of buildizig 
the new edilice of which he had just laid the foundation stone. In conclusion 
the hon. gentleman said : I trast that you will generously respond to the earnest 
call now made upon you, so that the work so well begun may happily be carried 
on to a prosperous completion, so that we may, before long, worship the Almighty 
together in this place. Let the completion of this building be our one common 


‘oboject ; let us be blind to any past differences in this aim-—in which all can so 


heartily concur—the erection of a fitting edifice at which we may always 
assemble to offer up our united petitions to the Throne of Grace—to worship, at 
stated times and seasons, the great God of our fathers, (Loud cheers). 

A few psalms were excellently sung by the ministers and the choir, after 
which the Kev. A. B. Davis, the much respected senior minister of the congrega- 
tion, delivered a most able and eloquent discourse, which want of space alone 
precludes us from reproducing. The rev. gentleman commenced by referring to 
the importance of the ceremony. He congratulated the Jewish community of 
New South Wales on the first public step in the accomplishment of their 
cherished wish. He referred to the exertions of several important members of 
the congregation, including the hon. treasurers, Messrs. 8. Hoffnung, J. Solomons, 
L. Phillips and Mr. 8. A. Joseph. He then spoke of the objects which the 
new buildings were intended to serve and of what would take place therein. He 
also referred to the growth of the community, to the amount of contributions 
collected, and made a powerful appeal for additional funds. The rev. gentleman 
terminated his excellent address as follows : It was once the custom in Scotland 
and a good old practice it was—for friends to ‘raise the “piled cairn” over the 
remains of their celebrated dead; each man contributing his stone to make up 
the huge heap. In like manner let every one place an individual offering upon 
this Bethel stone, to raise it into a veritable Gilead or heap of witness, that 
shal testify to your sincerity, and give proof of your loyal love for your religion. 
And let me ask, while you do this to the full extent of your power, that you will 
also follow me in these words of the man of God as a suitable close to this day’s 
duty : “ May thefbeauty of the Lord our God be upon us; and establish Thou the 
work of our hands upon us; yea, the work of our hands establish Thou it,” (Loud 
applause). 

Donations to the amount of £1,500 were announced. 

The singing of Adon Olam and Psalm 150 by the choir brought the 
impressive ceremony to a conclusion. 

We understand that a grand bazaar is about to be organized in Sydney in 
aid of the Building Fund of the new synagogue, on a similar scale to the suc- 
cessful bazaar held at Liverpool last year. Messrs. H. and A. Hart of St. Mary 
Axe, are actively interesting themselves to obtain a fair representation at the

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THE ECCLESIASTICAL BOARD. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. — 
Sir,—Having been prevented by indisposition from attending the last 


Council meeting of the United Synagogue, I wish to call attention to a clause in 


the report of the Beth Hamedrash, which enacts “that the court therein held 
shall be continued and presided over by the Chief Rabbi. Now, Sir, it is not 
my intention to say one word against the court itself as a Jewish tribunal, 
~iian all matters relative to our faith are to be decided ; but as we are to have 
a new building, by all means let us have a new constitution of such ecclesiastical 
board, of which we may be proud and in which we may have faith and confi- 
dence. It has been my lot several times during » | official career to appear 
before such court on matters of serious import, and, I regret to say, the impres- 
sion left on my mind was anything but satisfactory, for, however talented in a 
talmudical point of view the two dayanim may be, I am far from thinking that 
their perhaps too conservative minds are capable of copin with the modern 
requirements of our age, particularly when conciliation and a little liberality 
should be exercised. To meet this I would suggest that such court should be 
composed of the ministers of each congregation in the metropolis, under the rule 
and presidency of the Rev. Chief Rabbi—men of enlightenment who are tn the 
habit not only of addressing their brethren, but commingling with them, knowing 
their wants,and endeavouring to ameliorate their condition. There can be no 
objection to the dayanim being ex-officio members of such court : their learning 
and experience may aid the administration of justice ; but we are fully aware of 
the good the clergy have accomplished as a visitation committee, and I am more 
than convinced that the time has arrived when a strong ecclesiastical court 1s 
necessary for many reasons, worldly as well as religious, which cannot fail to 
recommend itself to the minds of those who have devoted a portion of their lives 
to communal matters. And I feel strengthened in this view when I think that 
the decision of the many would be preferable to that of the few, and our respected 
Chief Rabbi could not reasonably object to such a course being adopted ina 
sinall but increasing community like our own, when he finds and knows that the 
Archbishops and Bishops hold their regular courts, composed of the clergy of 
the various districts. Hoping that some practical notice of my suggestion may 
be carried ont in the proper quarter, I aim, Sir, yours obediently,

Pyrna, a Commune, or Under the Tce. (London, Bickers and Son.) 
From the days of More’s Utopia to those of Herewon and Bulwer Lytton’'s 
ming Race, the fancy of literary men has always roamed freely ip 
i naginary regions in which beings dwelt and found what to the writer’s mind 
S:emed a perfect commonwealth, or at Jeast a commonwealth in which the vices 
and weaknesses of actual life were exposed and satirized. The scenes have been 
laid on remote and “ undiscovered” islands, or in the in the centre of 
the earth. The writer whose book is before us finds his marvellous people 
among the ice-crowned mountains of Switzerland, in the Rhone Glasier neat 
Galenslock. In this weird region of the earth he gravely tells us he finds a race 
of beings different to any others and he sketches with great qbility and vividnes$ 
of description a “Commune” in which ideas of rovernment, education, and 
religion are carried out in a manner which we presume the author thinks as nea, 
perfection as possible. One peculiarity of this icy race is to submit their aged and 
their sick to a “ happy dispatch,” putting them painlessly out of the way : and 
another eccentricity of the “;Commune’’ is to give children a year’s holiday from 
the agefof 15 to 16—just the tine when they ought to be especially occupied, 
However our purpose is rather with. the literary merits of the work than with 
the notions of the “‘ice-men,” and we congratulate the author on the genins 
which he displays and on the elegance of his diction. 

The descriptions of scenery are extremely picturesque, and the languag® 
of the narrative rises to a high poetical and eloquent standard. The author prefers 
to veil his name in obscurity, leading to the supposition that he is a comparatively 
young writer ; but yet he is a practised writer, we imagine. Modesty, say the 
copyslips, always accompanies true merit. The “fancy” is poetical and we 
believe that the pen which achieved its embodiment so successfully might be 
applied with advantage to labonrs of greater pretension.
